-Hopes mounted in Paris tonight that Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, despite their ties with Russia, 
would attend the Marshall Plan conference which 


opens here on Saturday. 


The dilemma in Prague and Warsaw over, whether to 
accept the ‘invitation of Britain and France commanded 
much space in the French press, with’ many newspapers 
predicting that the two Sovict-orbit countries would parti- 


cipate. —' 


The Socialist Party ‘journal, Le 
Populaire, said it all depended . on 
Moscow's answer to ‘Czech officlals, 
who were reported to be planning o 
consultatlon visit to Moscow. 

Le Populaire sald: “A favouradle 
answer would doubtedless provide 
menns by Which Russia could leave 
open a door that Britain and France 
have never closed.” . 

Tho conservative Paris Matin said 
the Central European states “cannot 
ignore that thelr economic future 
Hes In tha West, : 

According to Le Pays, “It would 
seem lopical, at least at the begin~ 
ning, that Moscow approve partl- 
cipation of her satellites in the Nght

As the Foreign Office awaited tho 
first formal acceptance notes, it was 
learned that the Quai WOrsay wos 
planning to publish in the next few 
days a “Yellow Boole’. on negotin« 
tions on the Marshall Plan.

PROBABLE’ REFUSALS 

The Scandinavian countries, as 
well as Austria, Switzerland, Poland 
and _Cezchoslovakla, were considered 
probable, while -refusnig were 
generally conceded: from: Finland- and 
the Soviet sphere states of Bulgaria, 
Rumania, Yugoslavio, Hungary and 
Albania, : 

The French Communists appenor- 
ed to have abruptly changed their 
tactics fn their attack on the con~ 
ference ond the Marshall Plan. 

Abandoning. its frontal offensive 
against the Western: bloc os an 
attempt to isoldte Russia, today’s 
issue of the Communist organ 
L'Humanite assumed a softer tone 
and attempted to crente doubls of 
the United States’ sincerity. 

“We cannot see what Frince 
uained on the céonomic plane by 
aligning herself without debate with 
the English position, because it ts 
always useful to, recall, this’ famous 
“American aid’ still remains” very 
vague. The ‘Morshall Plan’ is not 
yet. an oficial diplomatic instrument. 
‘The specch of Marshall at Harvard 
was Just a specch,” L’Humanite sald. 

The Communists tried to needle 
French opinion by alleging that 
European adherencg to the Marshall 
Plan would compromise the French 
programme for Germany—espccially 
reparations and “Internationallzation 
of the Ruhr. : 

“The balance sheet of the Big 
Three conference !s singularly 
negative: against o vague, uncertain 
promises we havo now dangerously 
allennted our independence, caused
